The desert is a place of awful 


winds. The terrible heat rises, other 
air is sucked in, and the result is 
those terrible sand storms you have 
read of. The winds pick the sand up 
by ship Joads, and scatter every- 
where. Man or beast, caught out in 
the open, finds his own grave, for 
there is no facing or breathing this 
gale of hot, penetrating, smothering' 
sand. 


It is a country ot great tempera-! 


ture changes, and pneumonia Is prev- 
alent and deadly. You will be sur- 
prised at this, because you never 
heart of it, but remember there are 
mighty few men to die of anything 
out there, and press reporters are as 
scarce as water and society.

rival of the seeds comes a letter, also 
free of postage, calling the attention 
of the lecipient of the "donation" to 
.the fact that "I was pleased to for- 
ward, etc., and am again a candidate 
for Congress. 
In case you can do 


anything toward returning me to 
Washington I shall be pleased, if re- 
elected, to reciprocate the favor." 
This second instance is downright 
abuse of the privilege of the freedom 
of the mails, and it should be stop- 
ped.

SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Lesson III.—First Quarter, For 


Jan. 15, 1911. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES 


Text of the Lesson, JfCliron. xv, 1-16 


Memory Verws, 1, 2—Golden Text 
II Ctiron. xv, 7—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearn*. 
Although AWJah, son of Reboboam 


reigned only three years and walked 
in all the sins of his father (I Kings 
xv, 1-3), yet there is in II Chron. xiii 
a remarkable record of a great victory 
which the Lord gave him over the 
army of Jeroboam, which was just 
twice as great as his because he relied 
upon the Lord God of his fathers. The 
Lord has often seen fit to do mighty 
things for very unworthy people for 
His great name's sake. Jer. xiv, 7, is 
very strong and effectual pleading. 


Our lesson today Introduces us to 


good King Asa, who reigned forty-one 
years and did that which was good 
and right in the eyes of the Lord his 
God. 
He also defeated an army twice 


as large as his own because he relied 
on the Lord (xiv, 8, 9; xvi, 8). 
His 


prayer in chapter xiv, 11, has often 
helped me: "Lord, it is nothing/ with 
Thee to help, whether with many or 
with them that have no power. Help 
us, O Lord our God, for we rest on 
Thee, and in Thy name we go." 


Yet in the thirty-sixth year of his 


reign he was led into making a league 
with the king of Syria, and, being, re- 
proved for it by the Lord through His 
servant Hanani, he became so angry 
that he put the prophet in prison. He 
seems never to have got over this re- 
proof of the Lord, for when, three 
years later, he became diseased to his 
feet he did not seek the Lord In his 
affliction. 


All the Lord's dealings with His peo- 


ple are intended to bring them nearer 
to Himself, but to this day many be- 
come so offended by what He does or 
does not do that they turn away from 
Him and lose all fellowship with Him. 
Some of my friends know something 
of the preclousness to my soul of these 
words of the Lord through His serv- 
ant Hanani, "The eyes of the Lord 
run to and fro throughout the whole 
earth to show Himself strong in the 
behalf of them whose hearts are per- 
fect toward Him" (chapter xvl, 9). We 
need such a word as this so much, for 
the devil is always going to and fro in 
the earth and walking tip and down in 
it. As a roaring lion he walketh about, 
seeking whom he may devour (Job i. 
7; ii, 2; I Pet. v, S). 


Early in the reign of Asa the Spirit 


of God spoke to him through Azariah. 
the son of Oded, in the words of verses 
2 to 7 of our lesson, referring to the 
years past when the people had been 
out of fellowship with God, but when- 
ever they in their trouble sought Him 
He was always found of them. Much 
of the message takes us back to the 
days of the judges. 
By the Lord's 


gracious dealings with His people in 
the past, notwithstanding all their sin. 
He encouraged Asa with the words, 
"Be ye strong, therefore, and let not 
your hands be weak, for your work 
shall be rewarded" (verse 7). His ex- 
hortation to us still and always is, "Be 
strong in the Lord and in the power of 
His might" (Eph vi, 10). See also Isa, 
xl, 28-31; xiv, 24; Josh, i, 6, IS; Hag- 
ii, 4, and note by contrast Uzziah, who 
was marvelously helped till he was 
strong, but then his heart was lifted 
up to his own destruction (chapter 
xxvi, 15, 16). The danger is our own 
strength or self confidence, for it is 
only when we are weak that we are 
really strong (II Cor. xii, 9, 10). Isa. 
xii, 13, is a grand word for weak hands, 
and, as to works, how full of encour- 
agement is I Cor. xv, 58! Rev. xxii, 
12; Luke xiv, 14, are two of the best 
on rewards. 


The king, being greatly encouraged 


by this message from the Lord, began 
to purge the land of idolatry, even de- 
stroying the idol of his grandmother 
(I Kings xv, 12, 13), and to restore the 
worship of the true God. The people 
fell to him in abundance out of Israel 
when they saw that the Lord his God 
was with him (verse 0). They sacri- 
ficed unto the Lord and sought Him 
with their whole desire and entered 
into a covenant to seek the Lord God 
of their fathers with all their heart 
and with all their soul (verses 11-15). 


The first use of the title God "Al- 


mighty," which means "the mighty 
God who is all sufficient," is in Gen. 
xvii, 1, where Abram is encouraged to 
walk before God and be sincere or up- 
right or whole hearted. 
From thd 


book of Job, in which this title is 
used more often than in all the rest 
of the Bible, we learn that to know 
the Almighty there must lie an abhor- 
rence and renunciation of self (Job xlli) 


This turning to God in the days or 


Asa was such a reality that they de- 
creed that whosoever would not seek 
the Lord God of Israel should be put 
to death, whether small or great.

He who does not truly receive 
the Lord Jesus is dead in trespasses 
and sins, a lost soul, bui the good news 
is that Jesus came to seek and save 
the lost (John Hi, 18; I John v, 12* Eph. 
ii, 1, 2; II Cor. iv, 3). If the love of 
Him who gave up all His glory and 
bare our sins on Golgotha does not 
win us to Him we must be dead in- 
deed.

PRACTICAL FORESTRY 


Suggestions for the Owners of Wood- 


land. 


The Forester should always have 


in mind the future crop. He should 
cut always with a purpose other than 
the mere reaping of the wood. 
He 


should consider the young, promising 
growth which becomes the forests of 
the future. 
The keynote of forestry 


is perpetuity. 
Were one to enter the 


forests and cut only the best trees 
:ach time and leave the rest, this 
would not be forestry even if the 
operation were conducted with great 
care. 
Were one to enter the forests 


and cut only those trees which are 
over certain diameter, this might and 
might not be forestry. If the forests 
consists of species of unequal value, 
the removal of the best would lead to 
the deterioration of the stand. The 
forest weeds or undesirable kinds of 
trees would be thus constantly favor- 
ed. Although this is, perhaps better 
than the common methods of lumber- 
ing, it is like removing the ripe 
vegetables from a garden without dis- 
turbing the weeds. 
If there are no 


weeds in the garden, and no danger 
of weeds, this would be permissible. 
In forestry, one must have the future 
in mind, and the forester must work 
constantly for the proper mainte- 
nance of the soil and forest. 
If one 


has an irregular forest of spruce or 
pine, or any other species, or several 
pecies together, if they are of equal 
value, and then follows the rule of 
cutting only mature and undesirable 
trees, he would be practicing fores- 
trj. 
By irregular forest is meant a 


forest consisting of trees of all ages. 
Were one to cut his forest clean, and 
rrtant it afresh, he would be practic- 
ns forestry. 
Were one to cut his 


forest in such a way that sufficient 
seed trees will be left, and care for it 
n such a way that only desirable 
*inds will be allowed* to grow, ne 
would be practicing forestry. In re- 
mote regions, however, a poor system 
s better than none, and in many in- 
tances our ideals must be sacrificed 
o meet existing conditions, so that if 
he forest is merely protected from 
fire much is accomplished. 


In India, for instance, where for- 


estry is well under way, as much is 
done as we can hope to do for some 
ime in this country. 
This is well 


expressed in the words of Ribbentrop 
n his Forestry in British India:: 
'All we can, in the majority of cases, 
succeed in doing is to protect our 
forests as much as possible against 
fire, grazing, and other harmful in- 
terference, and to exploit them in 
such manner as to give natural re- 
production the best possible chance, 
and to assist the regeneration of the 
natural forests by such silvicultural 
measures as the circumstances of 
each 
case 
may 
demand."—From 


"Practical Forestry," by John Gif- 
ford 


to five pints of water. This will kill 
the larvae-In the cracks of the floors, 
where they may be feeding upon such 
dusty particles as are liable to con- 
gregate there, in spite of the efforts 
of the most careful housewives. 


"I do not think that fumigation is 


necessary for fleas, and should it be 
undertaken I can not tell you from 
personal experiences what are the ef- 
fects of the gas upon photographic 
plates and chemicals. I should hesi- 
tate to let these be exposed to strong 
fumigating gases or fumes. 
If the 


methods above outlined do not give 
satisfaction, please inform me, and I 
shall be able to give other sugges- 
tions, such as have been satisfactory 
and effective.

Fleas on Carpets 


A resident of Shippensburg writes 


to Prof. H. A. Surface, Economic 
Zoologist of the State Department of 
Agriculture, for information on how 
to rid a house of fleas. The follow- 
ing is the reply to his letter: 


"Replying to your letter concern- 


ing fleas on the carpets, I beg to say 
that one of the best means of getting 
rid of these pests is to dust the car- 
pets well with fresh insect powder, 
such as Pyrethrum or Hellebore. Let 
the room remain closed 
one-half 


hour, then sweep thoroughly, and 
burn the sweepings. While the pow- 
der will not kill the pests it will ren- 
der them torpid, so that they can be 
swept up and burned, or, if you wish 
to be doubly sure to remove all of 
them, take the carpets out and beat 
them after sweeping, and as a final 
touch for insuring the destruction of I 
the eggs and larvae of the flea, wash I 
the floors with a diluted solution of 
Creolin, which need not be stronger 
than five per cent., or one-fourth pint!
